Whereas the Complainant who owns Durgapur Steel 
Plant on the Eastern Railway, in West Bengal, and is 
having its steel works there, has filed a complaint under 
Section 41(1) of the Indiatn Railways Act, 1890, stating 
the grounds as follows ; 

(a) that the levy of charges for the construction of 
the Exchange Yard and the ancillary facilities for deal- 
ing with the traffic of the steel Plant is unreasonable, 
inasmuch as : 

(1) it was the bounden duty of the railway to 
augment suitably the terminal facilities to 
deal with the increase traffic; 

(2) the railway had to necessarily provide for 
certain facilities for dealing with the Com- 
plainant’s traffic without creating difficulties 
for themselves it matters little whethet the 
increase in traffic is on account of one party 
or several parties; 

(3) freight is being paid upto the serving station 
(Ondal) and freight now includes terminal 
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charges. Customers’ responsibility begins only 
when transpoVtation ends, /.r. only in the ter- 
minal yard from where the eustomer collects 
the goods, as the Complainant does; 

(b) that the levy of maintenance and Interest charges 
for the Exchange Yard and Ancillary facilities provided, 
is also unreasonable for reasons cited above; 

(c) that the levy of siding charge for placement in 
and temoval from the Exchange Yard is unreasoioable as 
the placement is the responsibility of the railways. Un- 
like in the case of assisted or private siding where the 
railways are called upon to perform shunting and the 
party pays for the actual costs, the Complainant does 
all this work by itself. 

(d) that no siding charges should be levied cither 
fronv Baktannagalr or from Ondal and in its place freight 
for the actual distance should be charged for the 
Complainant’s traffic: 

(c) that the levy of cost of the railway staff provid- 
ed In the said exchange yard is also unreasonable; 

(f) that there had not been any uniformity in the 
principles adopted by the railways in apportioning the 
coaretruction and operation cost of the exchange yard 
for Durgapur Steel Plant and other Steel Works, es- 
pecially Rourkela, Bhi-ai and TISCO where the entire 
cost had been borne by the railways; 

(g) that the levying of siding charges and charges 
for the cost of construction and operation of the 
Exchange Yalrd increased the cost of steel production of 
Durgapur Steel Plant substantially and placed the com- 
plainants in a very disadvantageous position as compar- 
ed to all the other major steel works in the country. 
As a consequence the Complainant was not in a posi- 
tion to compete with the other Steel works, and that 
the railways in doing so, gave undue preference to the 
other Steel Works, subjecting the Complainant to undue 
ptejudice, contravening the provisions of Sec, 28 of the 
Indian Railways Act. 

And whereas the Complainant has prayed for 

declaring that the levy of all charges regarding 
capital cost of construction of Durgapur Steel Ex- 
change Yard, cost of railway staff posted in the said 
Exchange Yard, maintenance, interest and siding 
charges as unlreasonable and unduly discriminatory as 
contravening Section 28 of the Indian Railways Act, 
and if necessary, to fix reasonable charges. 

And whereas it is thought that there may be persons 
who arc not on record, but have the same interest in 


the proceedi.ngs us the Compluint or the Respondent 
above named; 

This public notice is, therefore, given under Rule 19(J) 
and (4) of the R.R.T. Rules 1959 .so that any person 
who desires may petition the Tribunal within 30 days 
of the publication of this notice for leave to intervene, 
in support of or in opposition to the reliefs sought for
